TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  1972,  as  made  to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  in  accordance  with  their  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in  June,  1971,  was 
11,899,  this  shows  a decrease  of  189  from  the  estimate  for  1972. 

The  number  of  still  births  was  162,  this  was  9 fewer  than  in  1971,  which  was 
173.  There  were  l6l  deaths,  this  was  19  more  than,  in  1971,  which  was  142. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  following  applies  in  the  district,  that  the 
birth  rate  is  below  the  National  average  by  6 per  thousand  population. 

That  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  6 per  thousand  live  births,  as  compared 
with  17  per  thousand  live  births  Nationally  and  that  the  number  of  stillbirths  is 
half  of  the  National  average. 

The  death  rate  is  however,  above  the  National  average  by  2.8  deaths  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

There  was  one  motor  accident  death  recorded  in  the  district  during  the  year, 
there  was  one  death  in  the  classification  ’All  Other  Accidents'  as  compared  with 
none  last  year. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members  of  the  Council,  the  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  and  all  the  Council’s  Officers  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  years.

OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  second,  Annual  Report  on  the 
environmental  health  functions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1972. 

Whilst  having  Local  Government  reorganisation  on  one’s  mind  the 
Council  have  been  concerned  with  trying  to  achieve  and  reach  completion  of 
iheir  plans  before  April  1974 o This  has  been  particularly  concerned  with 
S±um  Clearance,  House  Improvement,  Clean  Air  which  have  been  forging  ahead. 

The  Council  declared  3 clearance  areas  and  two  small  general  improvement 
areas  in  the  year  and  with  completion  of  the  No. 6 Smoke  Control  Area  and 
the  making  of  the  No.  7 Area.  The  number  of  Improvement  grants  received 
and  the  pressure  brought  on  to  the  department  have  made  it  necessary  for 
alterations  in  the  staff  of  the  department  with  the  making  of  the  post 
of  Deputy  C.P.  H.  I.  who  now  concentrates  on  improvement  work  and  with  the 
success  of  Mr.  Naylor  passing  his  final  examination  the  council  retained 
his  valuable  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  district  as  the  first 
additional  P.H.I. 

It  was  however  deeply  disturbing  to  note  the  untimely  deaths  of 
Councillor  J.  Eraser  who  was  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  Councillor 
L.  Haslam  a member  of  the  Committee  and  also  Mr.  E.  McDonald  who  was,  for 
some  years,  the  rodent  operator  of  the  Council. 

As  far  as  1973  is  concerned  the  Department  is  actively  engaged  in 
trying  to  see  a fruition  of  the  Council  plans  for  the  Area  and  hopes  to 
be  able  to  give  the  continued  satisfactory  service  to  members  of  the  public. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Disposal  Tip  at  Broomstairs  Road  was  taken  over 
by  Ashton-under- Lyne  M.B.C.  on  1st  October  1972  and  is  now  being  jointly 
used  by  the  two  Councils. 

I would  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  members  of  the  Council  and 
their  Officers  for  their  support  throughout  the  year. 

Ify-  thanks  to  members  of  the  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work 
carried  out  throughout  the  year.
